WASHINGTON #—Four of the 
navy’s powerful fleet-type sub- 
rines~ are being supplied to 
rkey as part of the United 
States program to strengthen that 
cquntry against Soviet Russia. 

* The navv announced the move 
together with the transfer of 11 
other vessels to Turkey and six 
to guerrilla-embattled 
Greece. 

(D-Ga) told re- 
porters Greece also would be given 
six submarines but the navy said 
this was a misunderstanding. Ad- 
vised of that, Vinson said later he 
was referring to the gunboats, 

Delivery of the 1500-ton under- 
sea vessels to Turkey will be com- 
pleted sometime in April along 
with the transfer of eight motor 
mine sweepers, one net laying 
vessel, one gasoline tanked and 
one repair vessel. 

This is the latest in a series of 
American moves to reinforce

Marshall Spikes Rumor He'll Quit 
lf Congress Rejects European Aid 


of State Marshall today described 
as wholly incorrect speculation 
| that he would resign if Congress 
fails to enact a European recovery 
| program in the manner he pro- 
poses. 

Marshall volunteered at a news 
conference this information on his 
attitude. 

He had declined earlier in re 
‘sponse to a question to add o7 
/ subtract from-his statement yes- 
iterday that Congress should meet 
| all the requirement of European 
| recovery plan or else not under- 
| take the job at all. 
| ‘Marshall said that he had ap- 
| peared before the Senate Foreign 
| Relations committee yesterday in 
| an advisory capacity and didn’t 
| want to add or subtract on what 
|he had said. 

Then he went on to say he had 
noticed implications in ‘some ac- 
counts of his testimony that he 
| would return to his home at Lees- 
burg, Va., if Congress either cut 
or turned down his recommenda- 
|tions for the four-year effort to 
rebuild western Europe.

not make a full disclosure” of his 
trading activities when he appear- 
ed before the committee last 
month. 


Complete Probe 

He urged the committe to ‘car- 
ry through” with a complete in- 
| vestigation, saying integrity of 
government is involved. 

Wearin a dark blue, double- 
preasted suit and speaking from 
notes he had penciled on large 
| sheets of paper. Stassen reiter- 
ated his accusation that “insiders 
of the present national administra- 
tion have been profiteering” 
through their use of official in- 
formation. 

In addition to Pauley, he named 
| Brig. Gen. Wallace H. Graham 
and Ralph Davies. Besides these, 
Stassen said, ‘there are a num- 
ber of others high in the admini- 
stration that are involved.” 

The three he mentioned already 
have been disclosed on agricul- 
ture department lists as Having 
traded in grain or other commod- 
iities. Graham President Tru- 
man’s personal physician and 
Davies was in the administration 
during the war. Graham was in- 
{vited by the committee to fol- 
low Stassen on the stand. 

Stassen said he has information 
that administration figures have 
traded in commodities to the ex- 
tent of about $20,000,000 and that 
“they have profiteered personally 
+s the extent of $4,000,000."

PASADENA #-—A suggestion 
that Henderson, Ney., be made 
the chemical industrial center of 
the southwest came from Sen. 
Joseph McCarthy of Wisconsin. 

The senator made the recom- 
mendation in’ connection with 
what he considers the “simplest 
solution” to Southern California's 
smog problem.

Two recent developments at Chaffey focus attention on 
"a matter that should receive serious consideration in the 
‘future before any definite action is taken either by the board 
‘or the Chaffey administration. 

Just last Tuesday the board of trustees found it neces- 
sary*to rescind a contract made with the Chaffey Institute 
of Aeronautics because Lowell Bartlett, attorney and board 
member, questioned the legality of having trustees serve in 
the same capacity with the Institute. 

A few weeks ago the Daily News-Herald disclosed that 
the salary warrants for Roy Civille, public relations official, 
were being held up by the county board of education in San 
Bernardino because the state education code did not author- 
ize the employment of any one in that capacity. 

We are not questioning at this time the advisability of 

‘Chaffey having an experienced man handling its publicity 
nor are we finding fault with the policy of providing aviation 
instruction in the Chaffey district. But it does seem to us 
that: further study could have been made in both of these 
cases before such definite action was taken. In other words, 
we agree that Chaffey should progress but it should do so 
legally and not suffer the embarrassment of having to re- 
tract. after it has made a decision. 
_-* On the matter of Mr. Civille, the board has agreed to 
"keep him on the payroll, giving him perhaps another title 
-and other duties in addition to his public relations work. 
‘As Supt. Gardiner W. Spring has stated, there are quite a 
‘number of junior colleges in the state which do have mem- 
-bers of their staffs functioning in public relations so it isn't 
‘exactly a new innovation by Chaffey. Only it would have 
-been so much better if the ways and means had been in- 
‘vestigated in the first place. 

Perhaps having a lawyer on the board now will help 
tsomewhat. But we do hope that in the future, Chaffey will 
do a little more checking into the details before undertak- 
‘ing new projects.
